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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Year end indicators for the major sectors of the provincial economy show a gener- 
ally healthy growth rate in 1971 although declines were recorded in some industries. 

Alberta farmers cash receipts, at $778 million, were 9.8% higher in 1971than in 
1970, Receipts from the sale of field crops increased by more than $75 million to $321 million. 
Cash receipts from the sale of wheat, barley and rapeseed showed the largest increases while 
receipts from flaxseed, potatoes and other vegetable crops were below 1970 levels. Farm cash 
income from the livestock sector, at $444 million, was slightly higher than in 1970. Lower 
prices in the hog industry precluded major gains in this sector in spite of increased marketings 
of all types of livestock. 

In the manufacturing sector, sales of packing plants increased by 10.5% over 1970; 
lumber sales were almost 50% higher. Eleven month cumulative figures show oil refinery pro- 
duction up 9.4% to 40.9 million barrels. 

Coal production in the province totalled 8.9 million tons during 1971 valued at $41.8 
million, The comparable 1970 figures are 6.8 million tons and $26.7 million. January to No- 
vember 1971 cumulative figures show production of crude oil up 10% in 1971, natural gas pro- 
duction up 10.6%, propane and butane production up 13.8% and 17.3% respectively, and synthetic 
crude oil production up 27. 8%. 

The provincial construction industry experienced a record year in 1971. The value 
of building permits issued, at $567.3 million, was 35% higher than in 1970. Of this total the 
value of building permits issued in Census Divisions 6 and 11 contributed 81%; the value of per- 
mits issued in Calgary and Edmonton amounted to $388 million, or 68% of the provincial total. 

In 1971 there were 21, 706 dwelling starts in Alberta as compared to 14,093 starts 
in 1970. Dwelling starts in Calgary and Edmonton totalled 20,087, approximately 50% of which 
were apartment units. At the end of 1971 there were 12, 864 housing units under construction in 
these two centres; the comparable figure a year earlier was 9, 166. 

To the end of November 1971 retail sales inthe province totalled $2,145 million, an 
increase of 7.9% over the same period in 1970. All categories of retailers showed an increase 
over this period with the exception of variety stores. Sales of new motor vehicles in 1971 to- 
talled 78,636 units valued at $347.7 million. During 1970 vehicle sales amounted to 66,288 units 
with a value of $252. 7 million. 

During the latest month the Edmonton-Calgary consumer price index moved up 0.4%. 
At its January 1972 level of 130.8 it was 3.5% higher than in January 1971, The provincial un- 
employment rate was 5, 1% in January 1972 as compared to 6. 5% twelve months earlier. There 


were about 33,000 persons unemployed during the month out of a total labour force of 648, 000.

During the fiscal year ended September 30, 1971 the Industrial Development Bank 
authorized 430 loans totalling $20.4 million to business enterprises in Alberta. Since its con- 
ception in 1944 to the end of the 1971 fiscal year the Industrial Development Bank had author- 
ized loans totalling $154.3 million to assist 2,698 businesses in the province. Authorizations 
of loans to Alberta businesses over this period represented 9.7% of the total amount loaned in 
Canada and 11. 2% of the total number of businesses receiving loans from the I, D. B.

Total highway and road mileage in Albertaincreased to 94,497 miles in 1970 from 
94,172 the previous year. The average number of motor vehicles per mile increased to 8.1 
from 7.8. Expenditures on highways and roads increased by almost $18 millionover the per-— 
iod to $181.3 million of which $6.4 million was federal government expenditure, $68.7 million 


provincial government expenditure, and $106, 2 million municipal government expenditure. 


Statistics Canadareports that gross generalrevenues of Alberta municipal govern- 
ments are estimated at $648 million in 1970 as compared to the 1969 preliminary total of $586 
million and the 1968 figure of $507 million. Of these totals, transfer payments from the fed- 
eral and provincial governments constituted 40, 8% in 1968, 44.3% in 1969, and 47.8% in 1970. 
Gross general expenditures of municipal governments in the province are estimated at $735 
million in 1970 as compared to the 1969 preliminary figure of $653 million and the 1968 total 


of $581 million. 


Total cattle and calvesin Alberta at December 1, 1971 are estimated at 3, 545,000 
head compared to 3, 255,000 at December 1, 1970. Of this total, dairy cattle accounted for 
217,000 head, beef cattle 1,944,000 head, bulls 59, 000 head and calves 1,325,000 head. The 


Alberta figure accounted for about 28% of the total number of cattle and calves in Canada.

For all families (including unattached individuals) living in both urban and rural areas of Alberta, total expenditure averaged $8, 183 
per family for 1969. The largest item of expenditure in the average budget was for food, which accounted for 16.8% of total expenditure, followed 
by shelter (14. 7%) and travel and transportation (14, 3%), 

The average family size in Alberta was 3.12 persons in 1969 and the average age of the family head was approximately 46 years. The 
percentage of families with the wife employed full-time was 11.7% in Alberta compared to the Canada figure of 10%. Net income before taxes ay- 
aged $7,916 in Alberta, the third highest among the provinces. Approximately 64% of families in the province own their homes and 78% own a car 


or a truck.
